Washington, June 8. — During the 


ronference between' Secretary Root 
and the Cuban commission, the secre- 
tary wrote a letter to Senator Platt 
of Connecticut, who introduced the 
Platt 
amendment, asWng for his 


views relative to intervention as meu- 
tioned in the third clause of the 
amendment. Senator Plait replied, 
and 5iis letter was furnished the com- 
mission confidentially by the secre- 
tary of -W-A- and was incorporated in 


and made a, part of the acceptance or 
the Platt amendment by the Cuban 
convention. The letter, however, ap- 
peared in a Havana paper and was 
therefore made public by the war de- 
partment. 
The text of the letter 


follows: 


"I am in receipt of your letter ot 


this date, to which you .say that th« 
members of the eozsEiissioa of the 
Cuban constitutional convention fear 
that the provisions relative to Inter- 
vention made in the third clause of 
the amendment which has come to 
bear my nauae. may have the effect of 
preventing the independence ot Cuba 
and in reality "establish a protectorate 
or suzerainty by the 'United States 
and you request that"! express lay 
views of the Question' raised. In reply 
I besr to state that the amendment 
was carefully prepared with the ob- 
ject of avoiding any possible idea, that 
by the acceptance thereof the consti- 
tutional convention would 'thereby es- 
tablish a protectorate or suzerainty. 
or in any manner whatsoever compro- 
mise the independence or sovereignty 
of Cuba; and, speaking for myself, it 
seems, impossible that such an inter- 
pretation can be given to the 'clause 
I believe that the amendment should 
be considered as a whole and it ought 
to be clear on reading it that its 'well 
defined purpose is to secure and safe- 
guard Cuban independence, and set 
forth at once a clear idea of the 
friendly disposition - of 
the United 


States toward Cuban people, and ex- 
>ress intention on their part to aid 
them, if necessary, in the mainte- 
nance of said independence-

say, i can not speak for the entire

NO OIL POOL IN THE GULF. 


"Sea 
Ooze" OE Texas Ha* Fooled 


The story of the existence "f aa oil 


pool in the gulf of ileilco off tbe coa'.t 
of Texas, immediately south of the 
Beaumont' oilfields, wak'b has long 
been told by marines ancl repeated 
•with aridity since the dlscorery of ol! 
sear Beaumont, has been exploded, 
says- an Austin (Tes.) 'dispatch to the 
Nevr York Sen. One of the first batch 
of the corps of engineers and geologists 
sei>t out by tbe UniYWbity of Tej.as 
antler the law passed by the legislature 
at its last session, authorizing a miner 
al survey of the state, bas thoroughly 
investigated this so called oil pool. 
They have just corcpfeted their work, 
so far as ibis pool is concerned. 


Dr. W. B. Phillips, professor of field 


geology of the university, irho is at tbe. 
bead of the state mineral survey, re- 
cently received several cnns of tbe al- 
lejwd oil "vs-hica Tras taken from this 
gulf pooL It took but a casu.il Investi- 
gation to determine that the substance 
\vhfch bas been taken for oil is notbiug 
more than sea ooze, which comes from 
jthe decomposition of animal matter 
found In tbe bottom of the gult under 
tbe pool. This ooze wben stirred rises 
to tbe surface and has the effect of 
q.uieiihg tbe ivaves tile same as oil. 
This pool is now just -west of Sabine 
jetty. It has moved more than eight 
miles-within tbe past few yours. 
It 


covers an area of about five sqaare 
miles. 


Tbe character of this ooze examined 


by Dr. Phillips shows conclcsively that 
the .so called ci! of this pool .has. no 
connection witb tbe oilfield of Beau- 
mont. The party under direction of 
Dr. Phillips will investigate the oil 
wells ia the Beaumont field, with tbe 
Tiew of determining the origin of tbe 
product, whether It is of marine or otls- 
er origin. It will be several weeks be- 
fore this branch of the work is com- 
pleted.
